Dixie Limited 
Over

MARIETTA, Ga., Dec. 22.—One 


man was killed and several per- 
sons slightly injured today when 
the Dixie Limited was derailed 
and the engine completely over- 
turned. The dead man, James W. 
Brown, of Decatur, Ga., was en- 
gineer of the train. 


The train was running three 


minutes late when the wreck oc- 
curred, according to railroad offi- 
cials. Spreading rails was thought

the time say the explosion lifted 
the house off it's foundation and 
hurled it several feet into the air 
where it fell apart and dropped 
into the basement. 


A sheet of brilliant flame ac- 


companied the work of the blast. 


The explosion was heard for a 


distance of five miles and win- 
dows in nearby farm houses were 
shattered. 


The children are unable to say 


what caused the explosion.

Drug Store Labels Poison 


as "Acacia" — Doctor 
Had Narrow Escape 


COLUMBUS, Dec. 22.—Arsenic, 


administered unknowingly by a 
local physician, is said to have 
caused the death of two of his 
patients, Mrs. Minnie C. Davies, 
Columbus, and Mrs. Nellie Paul, 
Circleville, and nearly caused the 
death of another patient, Dr. W. 
D. Murphy, Columbus. 


Responsibility has been placed 


by a committee of prominent local 
physicians, who just completed a 
probe, upon a 
local 
wholesale 


drug firm at whose plant, it is 
claimed, the arsenic was falsely 
labelled "acacia." 


Preliminary to X-ray examina- 


tions Mrs. Davies and "Mrs. Paul, 
both suffering from stomach trou- 
ble, were given what was believed 
to be barium and acacia, a casein 
product. Their deaths, following 
almost immediately, were at first 
attributed to heart disease. The 
saving of the life of Dr. Murphy 
also affected with stomach trou- 
ble, is credited to his vomiting 
when the -barium and arsenic were 
administered to him. 


Physicians, pointed out that they 
rely upon druggists' labels in 
their use of arsenic and acacia, 
both of which, in their original 
state, it is claimed, are white, 
tasteless and odorless powders. 


The investigation started when, 


after treating Dr. Murphy, attend- 
ing physician 
suspected 
some- 


thing might be wrong, with the 
drug used. Chemical analysis re- 
vealed the arsenic. The name of 
the drug firm has not been made 
public.
